t may be simply a movement aimed at dispersing the troops from the Tatung 
area, where the military concentration had beoorae burdensome. The Bhutan 
border area is olose at hand and affords workable land whioh the troops 
can cultivate. It may also be anticipated by the Communists in Tibet that 
the presence of these troops along the border may influence the Bhutanese 
to export to Tibet more rioe, butter, meat and other foodstuffs.

modem warfare. Eeoruits are taught to handle and fire the British lee- 
Enfield caliber .303 rifle and the British .45-oaliber Sten gun. Training 
i s .usually conducted in the Dzong whioh commands the valley in whioh the 
recruits live* Once trained, they are returned to their respective villages 
and replaced by new recruits * By so training a large percentage of the 
population, the Bhutanese hope eventually to have an anny modeled after 
the one in Switzerland* 
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
